Appended is correspondence from Mr. B.S. Deshumukh, who is 
President of the Friends of India Society International -Japan and the Netaji 
Subhashchandra Bose Memorial Indo Japan. 




2. Shri Deshmukh along with Mr. Rohan Agarwal who is an employee of 
INTEL, but has also launched an organisation called Team Netaji with the aim 
“to inform people of the truth of Netaji”, in the context of strengthening Japan 
and India relations given Netaji’s association with Japan. It appears that this 
organisation also hosted Mr. Suiya Kumar Bose, a great grandnephew of Netaji 
during the visit to Japan in 2013. (On recommendation of the then Foreign 
Secretary Ranjan Mathai, 1 had met Mr. Surya Kumar Bose during that visit 
who was firmly of the view that the ‘ashes’ in Renkoji did not belong to Netaji). 

3. The purpose of the call by Shri Deshmukh and Shri Agarwal to meet 
Counsellor Abbagani Ramu was to hand over a letter informing me that the 
Netaji Subhashchandra Bose Memorial Indo Japan was planning to honour Mr. 
Kvozen Mochizuki . priest of Renkoji Temple where the purported ashes of 
Netaji are kept, and, another Japanese national Mr. Saichiro Misumi, a long 
term secretary of the Japan India Association, for their contribution and 
support to Netaji. The letter says that they are trying to invite our PM as chief 
guest to this event and in this context asks for the use of our auditorium. 



4. The letter also tfeds on more sensitive territory by saying that it is time to — 
clarify doubts regarding Netaji ’s ashes in Renkoji Temple and to bring them 
back to India. Among letters given by Mr. Deshmukh to Counsellor Ramu is a 
letter dated 5 December 2013 written by Hon hie Prime Minister when he was 
CM, Gujarat, to Shri Deshmukh wherein he has expressed happiness at the 
initiative to honour the priest who has for the past 68 years been taking care of 
the “ashes” of Netaji. 


5. I am bringing this to your notice with a request that Foreign Secretary 
and the relevant officials in PMO be appropriately briefed on the sensitivity of 
the subject of the Netaji’s “ashes” kept in Renkoji Temple given that the matter 
of whether these are indeed the ashes of Netaji is under dispute by different 



factions of his family and therefore subjudice. It is possible that once the dates 
of the VVIP visit are announced, Shri Deshmukh, who has also addressed a 
letter to PM inviting him as Chief Guest to honour the chief priest Mr. Kyozen 
Mochizuki, may try to meet him during his visit. While we could certainly 
include him in the Indian community reception and thereby provide an 
opportunity for him to interact with PM, it would only be appropriate if PMO is 
briefed in advance about the background of Renkoji Temple and the “ashes” ^ 
kept therein, including our own stand and role in maintaining the sanctity of 
the “ashes”.

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Introduction 

Subhas Chandra BOSE was bom late in the 19th century when India was occupied by the British, and 
has lead movement for independence oflndia until his sudden and mysterious disappearance in August 
1945 at the age of 48. His activities gave a great influence on the path to independence oflndia though it 
was made after his death. His portrait is raised in die main hall of the House of Parliament oflndia along 
with those of GANDHI and NEHRU. 

He was also deeply related lo Japan. He negotiated with die government of Japan, and tried to march 
into India with Japanese army in the last period of the World War II. He is not as well known in Japan as 
GANDHI who lead movement tor independence or NEHRU who was the first Prime Minister oflndia, 
but lie is still greatly popular in India, and there are researchers who still study BOSE not only in India 
but also in Japan, Germany or U.K, 

In recent years, specially from the year 2012, a new movement is breaking out that asks for 
declass ideation of documents about death of BOSE to the Government oflndia in order to clarify various 
questions of his death It is on record that the Russian US, UK and Indian governments have classified 
documents on Sub has Chandra BOSE.

Chronological record of Chandra BOSE 

1 897 Bom on 23rd of January 1 887 in Cuttack, State of Orissa (now West Bengal). 

1913 Went on to the University of Calcutta. 

1916 A strike arose from violence by a prolessor of history on students protested against 
priority seating of British in tram cars. BOSE was regarded as the ringleader and 
rusticated. 

1919 Graduated from the Department of Philosophy, Calcutta. University. Went on to the 
University of Cambridge, United Kingdom 

1920 Went back to India intend to lead independence of India though passed Itard 
examination for Indian Civil Service. 

1921 Started political activities in India as a responsible position of Bengal branch of Indian 
National Congress with the support by C.R.DAS, a famous lawyer who took anrf 
British activities with GANDHI. 

1922 Appointed as the chief of executive officials of the city of Calcutta, (now Kolkata) by 
C.R.DAS inaugurated as the Mayer of Calcutta. 

1 924 Arrested on suspicion of attempting a violent revolution, and transferred to a prison in 
Mandalay, Burma (now Myanmar). 

C.R.DAS died suddenly. 

1 927 Fallen into a critical condition of a disease m the prison Released after returning to India 
by popular movement for acquittal. 

1928 Established Indian Independence Alliance together with NEHRU who became the first 
prime minister of India in later years. 

1 929 Arrested again on the charge of protest against oppression of political prisoners or 
revolutionists. 

1 930 Stood for mayoral election from a prison where imprisoned (or anti- British movement, 
and elected as the mayor of Calcutta. 

1 93 1 Arrested again due to trouble in a demonstration march. 

1932 Imprisoned again and tuberculosis recurred. Made a voyage to Vienna in Austria for 
recuperation. 

Restarted activities for independence after leaving hospital Established an office in 
Vienna in order to promote cultural and personnel relationship with highbrows or 
diplomats in European countries. 

1 935 Janakinatk the father of Chandra BOSE died 

1936 Came back to India, and immediately imprisoned again. 

J938 Inaugurated as the chairman of the National Congress. Made a proposal for a 

preparation for tangible plans towards the independence. 

1939 resigned from the chairman of the National Congress due to confrontation with 
GANDHI. Started new activities by establishing the Forward Bfock apart from 
GANDHI. 

1 940 Arrested and imprisoned again. But house arrested after hunger strike.

1941 Escaped from house arrest, and moved in secret to Germany through Afghanistan in 
order to keep anti- British movement. 

Established the Free India centre. 

1942 Disappointed at Hitler who was negative towards independence of India, and 
determined to move to Japan that was battling with the Allied Force. * 

1 943 Arrived at Japan after long voyage transferring to Japanese submarine from German U- 
boai in the Indian Ocean in rough 

Obtained consent from Japanese government to cooperation for independence 
movement of India. 

Established the Provisional Government of Free India called A md Hind in Singapore on 
2 1 st of October. 

Participated in the Greater East Conference hold in Tokyo as an observer, and gave a 
speech 

1 944 Joined the Battle of Imp ha l with the Japanese Army, But the Operation was ended in 
failure, and came back to Rangoon. 

1945 Departed with an airplane to grope a cooperation with the Soviet Union due to the 
capitulation of Japan 

It is said that BOSE was killed by an airplane crash at Taipei on the way.

Activities in India 

Subhas Bose resigned from the Indian Civil Service and after obtaining his degree from Cambridge 
University returned to India m July 1 92 L to immediately join the mass movement for independence led 
by Mahatma Gandhi. As, however, he did not believe dial non-violent movement could ever achieve 
freedom for India, from the very beginning of his political life, he worked for an armed revolution, In 
October 1 924 he, along with sixteen other revolutionary leaders of Bengal was arrested on charges of 
criminal conspiracy to smuggle arms from the Far East, and deported to Burma. His years in Mandalay 
Jailfin Burma) were really the years of his apprenticeship, and when he returned to India tn 1927 lie 
emerged as one of the leaders of Young India. 

Bose s rise during the next ten years of his life, was phenomenal He was twice elected as President of 
the Indian National Congress, He took an acme part in trade union and peasant movements. He not only 
thought in terms of an armed struggle for India's liberation, but also of a socialist reconstruction of Free 
India. He was perhaps the only politician of his time, who had definite plans for the reconstruction of the 
country after independence. In fact, as early as 1938, when he was President of the Congress, he 
proposed that family planning be introduced to restrict the uncontrolled growth of population, which was 
a great hindrance in the path of progress. But, the Congress High Command, comprising of Gandhi, 
Nehru and others rejected his proposal showing total lack of understanding and foresight, which has 
been primarily responsible for the pathetic situation in the country today He introduced for the first time, 
the concept of economic planning and set up die All- India National Planning Committee. Bose made a 
strong plea for a lingua franca -which could only be Hindustani and a common script - preferably the 
Roman Script -this would simplify the learning process and cater for a wider acceptance of the language 
in a country which has a multitude of languages and scripts. 

The War of 1939 gave Subhas Bose a God-sent opportunity to strike for India's freedom After his last 
arrest on July 2,1940, he wrote two letters from his prison, which he called his "political testament', to 
the Government of Bengal and gave in diem an outline of his future Programme, which included a threat 
of resorting to hunger-strike unto death. He was ultimately released on December 5, 1940 and removed 
to his Calcutta residence on Elgin Road. In the early hours of January 17, 1941 , Bose left bis residence in 
Calcutta in a car disguised as a Pathan'. He boarded die DelhFKalkata Mail at the Gomoh Railway 
Station and ultimately arrived in Peshawar, to cross the Indian frontier, accompanied by another Indian 
revolutionary. After reaching Kabul he, with the assistance of die Soviet, German and Italian 
Governments, proceeded to Moscow and from there to Berlin, 


Activities in Germany 


In Germany he established a Free India Centre and raised an Indian Legion, by recruiting from amongst 
the Indian prisoners of war. 


Azad Hind Radio was set up and programmes were broadcast daily in seven languages, Le. English, 
Hindustani Bengali Pushto, Tclcgu, Tamil and in Gujarati or Marathi. A periodical "Azad Hind" was 
published regularly and had a circulation of 5000 copies. 



The Free India Centre also took up the work of planning for social and 
economic reorganization of India after attainment of freedom For this 
purpose, a Planning Commission was estab listed, Tte Free India Centre 
developed contacts with all such diplomatic missions which were friendly 
to the Indian cause. On 2 November 1941, the Centre was ceremonially 

— — - inaugurated and all the workers of the Organization gathered together to 

participate in its official opening The Azad Hind movement received its 
own insignia, viz. the Congress Tricolor with die outline of the springing 
tiger embossed on it. The Centre also adopted Rabindranath Tagore's 
"Jana Gana Mana 11 as tte national anthem. And for the first time in modern 
Indian history, a common and universal Indian form of greeting, "Jai Hind” 
was introduced by Subhas Chandra Bose. He received the appellation of "Nemji" which combined a 
sense of both affection and honour. Officially, Hindustani rn Roman Script was declared to be die 
national language of India.

Radio Hamburg played for the first lime the National Anthem "Jana Gana Mana" of the Free India 
Centre, More than 7 years later, on the 24th of January 1950, the Constituent Assembly of India, took 
over "Jana Gana Marta 1 ' as the National Anthem of the Republic of India, 

On 8 February 1943, Netaji left Germany on board the submarine U- 1 80 that had been wailing for him 
at the port of Kiel Abid Hassan accompanied him On 28th April 1943, after a heroic struggle through 
very dangerous terrain and against the surging waves of the Indian Ocean, Netaji and Hassan were 
transferred in a rubber boat to a Japanese submarine 1-29 and ultimately arrived in East Asia, Such a 
perilous journey from Calcutta to Kabul from Kabul to Moscow and then to Berlin and again by a 
submarine to East Asia, was an unprecedented quest for freedom

On October 21,1943 Netaji established the Provisional Government of Free India in Singapore and 
assumed the Supreme Command of the Indian National Army. When the Japanese Government handed 
over Andaman and Nicobar Islands to the Provisional Government of Free India, Netaji visited the 
Cellular Jail the Indian Bastille, in Port Blair, on December 29,1943. In 1944 the seaL of the Provisional 
Government of Free India was shifted from Singapore to Rangoon and the Indian National Army 
marched into India in March 1944, and hoisted the flag of I ndependent Tndia on Indian soil after almost 
200 years of foreign domination 

Then the tide of war turned and die Indian National Army {IN A) had to retreat from the Indo- Burma 
border. When the war ended, the INA officers and men were taken back to India as prisoners of war 
and the trial of IN A officers for treason began in the Red Fort of Delhi, on November 5, 1 945. In a letter 
dated November 26,1945, General Auchmleck, Commander-in-Chief of India, wrote to the Viceroy of 
India as follows 

■J know from my long experience of Indian troops how hard it is even for the best and most sympathetic 
British officer to gauge the inner feelings of the Indian soldier, and history Supports me in this view, 1 do 
not think any senior British officer today knows what is the real feeling among the Indian ranks regarding 
the LN.A, 1 myself feel from my own instinct largely, but also from the Information 1 have had from 
various sources, that there is a growing feeling of sympathy for the IN .A.", 

On August 17,1945, Netaji left for an unknown destination by air from Saigon airporc As the British 
historian Michael Edwards said in his welF known book "The Last Years of British India": ’'Soon his 
name and the tales of his exp to its were to help convert the emptiness of full self-government* into the 
reality of independence. The Government of India (British India) had hoped, by prosecuting members of 
the I.N.A, to reinforce the morale of the Indian Army, It succeeded only in creating unease, in making the 
soldiers fed slightly ashamed that they themselves had supported tire British. If Subhas and his men had 
been on the right side - and all India now confirmed that they were - then Indians in the Indian Army 
must have been on the wrong side. It slowly dawned upon tlic government oflndia that the backbone of 
British rule, the Indian Anted Forces, might now no longer be trustworthy. The ghost of Subhas Bose, 
like Hamlet's father, walked the battlements of the Red Fort, and his suddenly amplified figure overawed 
the conferences tliat were to lead to independence."

Sub: Memorial Service forNetaii at Renkoji Temple 


I attended the 67 th Memorial Service for Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose held at the 
Renkoji Temple on 18 August 2011. The Memorial Service was attended by about 80-100 
invitees, including Mr. Hiroshi Hirabayashi, President of the Japan-Jndia Association 
(accompanied by Mr. Yuji Hara, Senior Director of JIA), several members of the Netaji 
Subhas Chandra Bose Academy (mostly in the 70-80 age group), some academicians, 
researchers and a few members of the local Indian community and Japanese well-wishers. 
A flower basket sent across by former Prime Minister Mr. Yoshiro Mori on behalf of the 
Japan-lndia Association was prominently displayed on the altar. 

2. The Memorial Service was conducted by the Chief Priest of the Renkoji Temple, Rev. 
Kyozen Mochizuki. Following the prayers, Rev. Mochizuki addressed the gathering. He 
utilized the occasion to reiterate his determination to devote himself to the duty assigned 
to him to take care of Netaji's ashes at the Renkoji Temple as his father-in-law had done 
over the years. In his words, "Sixty-six years ago, the then Chief Priest of the Renkoji Temple, 
my father-in-law's father, had accepted the ashes of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. I believe 
the Chief Priest was entrusted with this responsibility as the chosen disciple of Buddha. So 
devoted was he to his assigned duty that often he held the urn containing the ashes in his 
arms to protect it from being stolen. After him, my predecessor Rev. Nichiko Mochizuki, my 
father-in-law, also protected the ashes for a period of 30 years. From him I have inherited this 
responsibility which I have been discharging with a strong determination. While I 
wholeheartedly dedicate myself to this duty, l also believe that the day will come when we will 
be able to return the ashes to India. Until that day, l reiterate my strong resolve to protect the 
ashes in the Renkoji Temple." 

4. I left the temple immediately after the Memorial Service that lasted for 45 minutes.

I attended the 66 th Memorial Service for Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose held at 
the Renkoji Temple on 18 August 2010. The Memorial Service was attended by about 
60 invitees, including Mr. Hiroshi Hirabayashi, President of the Japan- India 
Association (accompanied by Mr. Yuji Hara, Senior Director of JIA), several members 
of the Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose Academy (mostly in the 70-80 age group), some 
academicians, researchers and a few members of the local Indian community and 
Japanese well-wishers. Prominent among the academicians was Mr. Mukesh 
Williams, former lecturer at St. Stephens College and presently a senior faculty 
member at the Keio University, who is writing a book on Netaji. Also present were 
Mr. Masato Toyota, a researcher on Indian culture at Rikkyo University, and a 
freelance Bangladeshi journalist-cum-researcher Probir Bikash Sarker. A flower 
basket sent across by Mr. Yoshiro Mori on behalf of the Japan-lndia Association was 
prominently displayed on the altar. 

2. The Memorial Service was conducted by the Chief Priest of the Renkoji Temple, 
Rev. Kyozen Mochizuki. Following the prayers, Rev. Mochizuki addressed the 
gathering. Addressing me as the "Chief Guest”, he expressed his gratitude for my 
presence at the ceremony and thanked the Indian Embassy for its “support”. 

3. Significantly, Rev. Mochizuki chose the occasion to reiterate his determination 
to devote himself to the duty assigned to him to take care of Netaji's ashes at the 
Renkoji Temple as his father-in-law had done over the years. In his words, “Sixty-five 
years have passed since Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose passed away, but we s till have 
vivid memories of this great soul, I assumed the post of the Chief Priest of the Renkoji 
Temple a year ago from my father-in-law Rev. Nichiko Mochizuki, who had been taking 
great care in keeping the ashes at the Temple. He devoted himself to this Mission with 
strong determination. On this day, as we commemorate the 66 th anniversary of the 
passing away of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose, I would like to express my strong resolve 
fo dedicate myself to this duty. My father- in- Iain's picture placed on the altar will 
continue to remind me of my responsibility .”

Another Side of the Japan-Jndia Exchange 

Renko-ji, a four- hundred -fifteen -year-old temple, stands near lush -green “Sanshi-no Mori Park” in 
Suginami-ward, It was September 15, 1945. Two weeks had passed since Commander of the Allied 
Forces Douglas Mac Arthur landed in Japan. Japanese people were anxiously watching how the Allied 
forces was going to govern Japan. At eight o'clock in the morning, one monk came to Renko*ji, and 
asked Chief Priest Kyoei Mochizuki if the temple could hold a funeral for one deceased person, saying 
his request had been declined by some other temples already. 

The deceased was Subhas Chandra Bose* In 1943, Bose, an independent activist, established the 
Provisional Government of Free India, with a support from the Hideki Tojo administration, and later 
made a declaration of war against England and France* 

Chief Priest Kyoei described the encounter as follows; “l immediately accepted the request, because 
souls have no border, and I also felt it was a Buddhist priest's duty to hold a memorial service for the 
repose of the soul.” “Mr. Bose died from an injury caused by a plane crash,” Bose's death was reported 
on August 23, eight days after the end of the World War II. According to a record made by one accident 
survivor, Bose's death occurred in the following situation. At around 2:00 PM, on August 18, a 
passenger plane with Bose on board had an engine trouble immediately after it took off from Taipei, 
and crashed into flames. Bose suffered from severe bum injuries, and died at a hospital in Taipei during 
the night of the same day One Indian aide testified Bose's “dying words” were as follows; “Tell people 
of India to keep on fighting for India's independence* India will gain its freedom.” 

«Bose is from the region now called “Orissa Pradesh.” He participated in Mahatma Gandhi's 
resistance against the British, and later became a chairman of the Indian National Congress. After the 
World War II broke out, Bose went to Germany and had a talk with Hitler. When Japan started fighting 
against the US and the UK, he traveled to Japan by submarine* Bose also participated in the Japanese 
army's Imphal Operations, as the Head of the Provisional Government of Free India and the Supreme 
Commander of the People's Army of India. » 

Hrs remains were cremated in Taipei, and a crate with his bones was secretly transferred to his 
colleagues in Tokyo. One of them, who lived in Suginami Ward, started looking for a temple. At 8:00 
PM, September 18, 1945, Bose's funeral was held quietly at Renko-jL 

Sixty- four years has passed since then. Bose's remains are still kept in the Main Hall of the temple. 
Renko-ji held a memorial service for Bose on August 18, the anniversary of his death. After the 
ceremony, Chief Priest Kyo Mochizuki sard a few words, “I'm the third generation to protect Mr. 
Bose's bones. I understand it is difficult to return his bones to India, But..,” The chief priest seemed 



to echo the sentiment of his preceding generations, who tried so hard to return the bones to India* The 
ceremony was attended by approximately fifty participants, but they were mostly Japanese; those who 
were part of the Imperial Army or their offsprings, and scholars were there. Only a handful of Indians 
were seen. 

As India’s rapid growth continues, there’s a growing interest on India in Japan* However, not many 
people are aware of the fact that Bose’s remains are kept in Japan* Bose’s remains seem to be a starting 
point of the Post-WWIl Japan- India relationship* By shedding a light on them, I would like to consider 
in what way we should further pursue the Japan-lndia relationship

Another Side of the Japan-Jndia Exchange 

Four years after the end of World War II, Prime Minister Jawaharlal Nehru sent an elephant to Japanese 
children* “This is a gift from Indian children to Japanese children... Please think of the elephant as a 
messenger of love and friendship ” Nehru was so enthusiastic about this elephant that he gave her his 
daughter’s name, “Indira.” During the World War II, Ueno Zoo had to kill the three elephants they had. 
Hearing about Japanese children’s wish to see elephants again, Nehru thought of sending them the 
surprise gift. Nehru talked to Japanese children in his “Message to Japanese children”; “1 would like 
chi ldren of India and Japan to contribute to the peace and corporation of Asia and of the world when 
you grow up.” In the following year, a movable zoo went around seventeen cities of Japan to please 
children in local areas. Indira was children’s favorite. The number of visitors amounted to 2.39 million. 
India and Japan established diplomatic relations in 1952. 

Renko-ji, the temple that is keeping the remains of Chandra Bose, followed a totally different post-WW 
II history. Chief Monk Kyoei Mochizuki later wrote; “I was exhausted mentally and physically, day and 
night* My fatigue interfered with my duties.” Several attempts were made to steal the remains. The 
Embassy of India in Tokyo had informed the temple there were some villains attempting to make 
money out of the remains* “Some Indians banged at the gate in the middle of the night. It was scary ” 
His daughter-in-law still remembers what her father-in-law told her. Monk Kyoei even held the crate in 
his arms while he slept. 

“What should I do with the remains?” Monk Kyoei decided to write to Prime Minister Nehru. 
According to a record made by Monk Kyoei, an employee of the Indian Embassy hand-delivered a 
letter from the prime minister to the temple; “Thank you for all your efforts.” 'the employee asked the 
monk to keep it a secret, and also to keep the remains for a while, as there was nobody else they can 


trust. 


Prime Minister Nehru’s first visit to Japan was in 1957. It was decided the prime minister would visit 
Ueno Zoo and Renko-ji. On October 13, Prime Minister Nehru met with Monk Kyoei at Renko-ji. 
However, there was no concrete statement on the remains. The message card the prime minister gave to 
the temple only contains the following words; “May Buddha’s teaching bring peace to the 
human-beings.” There was no reference to Bose, Why did Nehru avoid referring to Bose? Nehru’s visit 
to Renko-ji marked a moment when the official side and the hidden side of Japan-lndia exchange 
crossed. It was also a moment when the obstacle created by the politics to the return of the remains 
became visible.

Another Side of the Japan-lndia Exchange 

“The victory of Japan was a beacon of hope to Asia..,. As a boy, I received the news with deep 
emotion,” Chandra Bose looked back at the impact Japan’s victory of the Japan-Russo War had given 
India during his speech at the Hibiya Kokaido Hall in Tokyo, on November 14, 1943. Jawaharlal Nehru 
also reminisced about the war; “How I was excited to hear the news... Asia prevailed over Europe.” 

The Japan-lndia Association was established in the year that preceded the start of the Japan-Russo War. 
Former Prime Minister Shigenobu Ohkuma chaired the association from 1906 to 1922. The association 
was supported by Eiichi Shibusawa, the so-called father of Japanese capitalism. As Professor Takeshi 
Fujii of Tokyo University of Foreign Studies points out; “the Japan-lndia relationship meant the 
Japan-Britain relationship” Bose and Nehru were excited about the victory of Asia, but the very victory 
was supported by the Anglo-Japanese Alliance. For Ohkuma and Shibusawa, the premise of the 
Japan-lndia relationship was the British rule over India. 

Nehru and Bose later confronted each other within the INC over the independence movement. Nehru 
wanted to follow Mahatma Gandhi’s satyagraha, but Bose called for armed struggle. Bose took the INC 
presidency away from Nehru in 1938, but due to Gandhi’s comeback, he was eventually forced out of 
the party. 

The situation surrounding the Japan-lndia Association was also changing. The Japan-Anglo Alliance 
was terminated in 1922. In the early Showa Period, the association made an about-turn when the 
Japan-Anglo relationship started to deteriorate. In 1942, the association’s words in its journal instigated 
Indians with the following words: “India’s independence or the liberation of East Asia can only be 
achieved through force 1” 

According to a journal published by the association, Bose, accompanied by an interpreter, passionately 
spoke for one and a half hours. He had recently established the Provisional Government of Free India. 
Two years later, Bose’s armed battles came to end at the same time with Japan’s defeat in the WWI1. 


India's independence was brought forth by satyagrahi. However, Nehru continued to hold complex 
feelings against his political enemy even long after the report of Bose’s plane crash death. 

According to Mr Japan Banerjee, a scholar specializing in Chandra Bose, Nehru never referred to Bose 
for more than ten years, and also instructed radio stations not to broadcast any information on Bose. In 
Bengal, which is Bose’s hometown, many people did not believe that Bose’s death had been caused by 
a plane crash, and even pointed out Nehru fear of Bose’s strong influence. Nehru died in 1964. 
However, his death did not facilitate the return of Bose’s remains kept at Renko-ji, The so-called 
“Nehru-Gandhi Dynasty” was to follow.

Another Side of the Japan-India Exchange 

Mr. Saichiro Misumi, the 93-year-old advisor to the Indo-Japan Association has met with both Chandra 
Bose and Jawaharlal Nehru. Mr. Misumi has been a member of the association from 1933, and was a 
senior director until three years ago. When Bose came to Japan in 1943, Mr. Misumi paid a courtesy 
call to him at the Imperial Hotel “Bose really was a politician. As soon as we met, he hugged me so 
tight that I could hear his heartbeat. He didn't let go of me. That’s how he greeted people ” 

There was a real contrast between Bose and Nehru. “When I shook hands with Nehru, he didn’t grip 
my hand. He just held out his hand. It was as if he had given me a great honor by permitting me to 
shake his hand. He had a certain scholar-like imposing air. However, Nehru, who was emotionally 
moved by Japan’s victory of the Japan- Russo War in his youth, was always generous in his support for 
Japan's post-war recovery. Four years after the end of the World War II, the first prime minister of India 
gave a gift of elephant to Japanese children. It’s been thirty-four years since the prime minister gave the 
elephant his own daughter’s name, and sent it to Ueno Zoo. Indira the Elephant that symbolized the 
post-WW 11 Japan-India relationship, died of old age in 1983. The Indian government immediately 
decided to send another elephant The project was initiated by Prime Minister Indira Gandhi, who has 
inherited her father’s spirit. 

After the WW II, Prime Minister Jawaharlal Nehru permitted his nation to export iron ore to 
war-defeated Japan, when no other country chose to do so. The iron ore from India supported Japan’s 
economic growth. After achieving economic recovery, Japan provided its first yen loan to India in 1958. 
However, after signing the Japan-US Security Treaty amid the Cold War in 1960, Japan started to 
follow pro-US policies. On the other hand, India, after fighting a large-scale border conflict with China 
in 1962, leaned towards pro-Soviet policies. Due to this difference, the political and economic 
relationship between the two nations dwindled. 


“She would always say "Ohayo-gozaimasu’ clearly and nicely before we shook hands. She was always 


smiling. The way she shook hands with me was always warm. She loved Japan and its spirituality.” Mr, 
Misumi reminisced about PM Indira Gandhi, who was the prime minister oflndia for more than fifteen 
years between the 196Q’s and the I980’s. PM Gandhi also actively supported a project for sending 
Japanese trainees to India, which started in 1971. Many of its members were teachers. Mr, Misumi 
made a proposal to the prime minister; “if teachers go to India, they can teach their students about India 
after returning to Japan.” The prime minister promised to fully support the project. 

In 1972, 181 members of the project paid a courtesy call to PM Gandhi in India, The Japanese side 
asked the prime minister if she could kindly shake hands with them. After a moment’s hesitation, the 
prime minister accepted the request with a smile and shook hands with all the 181 members. However 
this training program came to its end after a decade. Some cultural exchanges on dance and music were 
held, but they were not influential enough to create a boom. PM Gandhi was assassinated by a Sikh in 
) 984 at the age of sixty-six, one year after Indira the Elephant died. 

In 1980, a “Silk Road Boom” occurred in Japan, Due to China’s policies of reform and of opening 
doors, Japanese people became highly interested in China. In the meantime, the Japan-Indo exchange 
entered its “winter season,” and not only political and economic exchanges but also social exchanges 
stagnated. 


These factors of the time added to the difficulty m the efforts to return Bose’s remains kept at Renko-ji

The Chief Priest of the Renkoji Temple was concerned about the 
security of the ashes in case of burglary or theft. He suggested taking help 
of professionals to set up a secured system and sought our support. After 
our support was indicated to the Chief Priest, he contacted two security 
companies - Nihon Keibi Hosho and SECOM. 

Nihon Keibi Hosho proposed only a monitoring system. On enquiry 
it conveyed its inability to provide structural security to prevent 
theft/burglary. 

SECOM indicated its capability to provide a fire-proof safe which 
can be secured to the floor through a metal plate to prevent attempted 
burglary. Given the architectural constraints of having a structure 
exceeding 300 kgs., SECOM suggested an iron safe which can sustain a 
blow torch attack for 15 minutes. The monitoring devices to be put in 
place with alarm would be placed both in his office and residence. 

SECOM has suggested installation of 10 fire sensors and 9 video 
monitors clustered into three parts with separate switches. Anybody 
entering the monitoring space will get the voice warning. At the same 
time, SECOM would send the security personnel who could arrive within 10 
minutes and inform the police about the intrusion. In addition, an alarm 
will ring both at the office and residence of the priest when anybody 
attempts to violate the safe containing the ashes. 

The size of the safe suggested is 70cmx56cmx59cm. Wall of the safe 
has a thickness of about 20cm$. It will only hold the casket containing the 
ash. As the safe will not match with the ambience of the temple, it has 
been suggested to put an appropriate wooden structure covering the safe. 
As designing of that structure will take some time, the cost of erecting the 
structure over the safe may be put on actuals'. The priest has suggested to 
cover it up with appropriate cloth for the interim period. 

The cost of the safe and its installation is Ven 239,000 (equivalent to 
U $$ 2000 approx.). Installation of the security system will cost Ven 
350,000 (US$ 3000 approx.) which includes the returnable security

deposit of Ven 70,000 (US$ 600 approx.). The recurring annual fee for 
maintenance of the system comes out to US$ 6000 approximately. 

The total expenditure for installing the security system which can be 
done in 6 days and the maintenance cost for one year comes out to US$ 
11,000 with annual expenditure of USS 6,000. 

In addition, we may need to incur additional expenditure to build a 
suitable structure to cover the same the sanction for which may be 
granted on actual basis.

This letter is addressed to you personally at Dr. Kazuo Azuma’s suggestion. Unfortunately I do 
not speak or write Japanese. Therefore I apologize for addressing you in English. A translation 
will be furnished, however. 

As you are no doubt informed Dr. Azuma and Former Ambassador Noda from the Japanese- 
Tndian Association contacted me in December 2006, asking me whether I would be willing to take 
charge of my father’s, Subhas Chandra Bose’s, remains after which you and your late father have 
looked in such exemplary fashion for so many years. Let me express my great regard and 
gratitude to you and your family for your dedication to this task. My husband and I were most 
impressed to visit the temple in 1979. 1 understand that since then the temple has undergone 
renovations. 1 have seen photographs taken by relatives and friends who visited since then and 1 
am impressed. Since it was for ail practical purposes impossible to have my father’s remains 
transferred to India in the past, it was a great comfort for me and for my late mother to know that 
my father’s remains were in your hands, 

However. 1 can understand that you would also wish to be relieved of this burden after such a long 
time. Unfortunately the last Inquiry' Commission into my father’s death, the so-called Mookherji 
Commission, set up by the previous Indian government in 1999 has handed in a report stating that 
no documentary proof of my father’s death in August 1945 could be found. Judge Mookherji 
therefore concluded that my father did not die in August 1945. Much to my distress some of the 
persons sharing this view are also members of my and my father’s family as well as some 
dedicated devotees of my father. 1 would very much hope to convince them of the genuine nature 
of my father’s remains in your temple, before we transfer the remains to India, so that they will 
<* either participate ip a dignified ceremony or at least not interfere with such a ceremony. Therefore 
1 had decided to attempt to have a DNA test of my father’s remains performed, if technologically 
at all possible. Originally I had considered such a test unnecessary and inappropriate. 

I understand that the test is most likely successful in extracting DNA from cremated remains by 
way of forensic DNA-testing methods. An expert would have to see the remains personally and 
select the bones most suitable for a test. Some of the German and Austrian laboratories have 
accumulated extensive experience in forensic DNA-work on account of analyses done for Ex- 
Yu gosl avian victims after the war in Bosnia during the last decade, I would like to have them do 
the tests. However, for this I need your consent for the scientist from Germany to come to your

temple and - after observing the required rites determined by your rules -select the suitable bone 
samples to take them to Germany. On account of the sceptics in India, who still do not belief in 
my father's death in August 1945 any investigation of this type should be carefully documented. 

A TV team that has been cooperating with me in the matter should - if at ail acceptable for you - 
film the process of selection. Should you not want a stranger to do the film documentation my son 
n who is a TV journalist himself could possible do the filming. At this stage , however, I want no 
publicity of the DNA test at all. since 1 am afraid the opponents to the transfer of my father’s 
remains to India would try to interfere and oppose such an undertaking, 

1 have informed the Prime Minister of India of my intention to take my father’s remains to India 
after having a DNA test performed. I have also asked the Prime Minister to let me know, how the 
Government of India wishes and intends to be involved in the transfer ceremony. Since I have had 
no adverse reaction from the Prime Minister or other members of the Government of India for 
over a month after the receipt of my letter, I can safely assume that my intentions regarding the 
DNA-test and the transfer meet with the approval of the Indian Government. 

Provided the German institute is able to extract DNA from my father’s bones, which is not 
absolutely certain after a cremation, the result of the tests should be available within about two to 
four weeks. In this case the transfer of my father's remains to India could be possible maybe in 
autumn or winter of this year. Since this is also the Japanese-Indian friendship year and India’s 
60 lh anniversary of independence as well as the year of my father’s 1 10 th birthday, this would be a 
most auspicious time. However, on account of the time needed for preparation the schedule is 
tight. 

My immediate family (husband and children) and I intend to travel to Japan to accompany the 
remains of my father to India. Should you consider it necessary I could also come along for the 
selection of the bones for testing. Prof. Sugata Bose, my nephew, has also offered to go on my 
behalf, if needed. Since my health has not been very good during the last year, I would prefer to 
make just one trip to Japan on the occasion of accompanying my father’s remains from Japan to 
fndia.

Prof. Sugata Bose, grand-nephew of Netaji Subash Chander Bose 
visited Renkoji on December 16, 2007. He was accompanied by Prof.

Re: Return of the remains ofNetaji Subhas Chandra Bose to India 
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Respected Reverend Mochizuki, 

This letter is addressed to you personally at Dr. Kazuo Azuma’s suggestion. Unfortunately I do 
not speak or write Japanese. Therefore I apologize for addressing you in English. A translation 
will be furnished, however. 

As you are no doubt informed Dr. Azuma and Former Ambassador Noda from the Japanese- 
Indian Association contacted me in December 2006, asking me whether I would be willing to take 
charge of my father’s, Subhas Chandra Bose's, remains after which you and your late father have 
looked in such exemplary fashion for so many years. Let me express my great regard and 
gratitude to you and your family for your dedication to this task. My husband and I were most 
impressed to visit the temple in 1979. 1 understand that since then the temple has undergone 
renovations. I have seen photographs taken by relatives and friends who visited since then and 1 
am impressed. Since it was for all practical purposes impossible to have my father’s remains 
transferred to India in the past, it was a great comfort for me and for my late mother to know that 
my father’s remains were in your hands. 

However. 1 can understand that you would also wish to be relieved of this burden after such a long 
time. Unfortunately the last Inquiry Commission into my father’s death, the so-called Mookherji 
Commission, set up by the previous Indian government in 1999 has handed in a report stating that 
no documentary proof of my father’s death in August 1945 could be found. Judge Mookherji 
therefore concluded that my father did not die in August 1945. Much to my distress some of the 
persons sharing this view are also members of my and my father’s family as well as some 
dedicated devotees of my father. 1 would very much hope to convince them of the genuine nature 
of my father’s remains in your temple, before we transfer the remains to India, so that they will 
either participate it) a dignified ceremony or at least not interfere with such a ceremony. Therefore 
1 had decided to attempt to have a DMA test of my father’s remains performed, if technologically 
at all possible. Originally I had considered such a test unnecessary and inappropriate. 

I understand that the test is most likely successful in extracting DNA from cremated remains by 
way of forensic DNA-testing methods. An expert would have to see the remains personally and 
select the bones most suitable for a test. Some of the German and Austrian laboratories have 
accumulated extensive experience in forensic DNA-work on account of analyses done for Ex- 
Yugoslavian victims after the war in Bosnia during the last decade, I would like to have them do 
the tests. However, for this I need your consent for the scientist from Germany to come to your 
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temple and - after observing the required rites determined by your rules -select the suitable bone 
samples to take them to Germany. On account of the sceptics in India, who still do not belief in 
my father's death in August 1945 any investigation of this type should be carefully documented. 
A TV team that has been cooperating with me in the matter should - if at all acceptable for you - 
* film the process of selection. Should you not want a stranger to do the film documentation my son 
who is a TV journalist himself could possible do the filming. At this stage , however, I want no 
publicity of the DNA test at all, since 1 am afraid the opponents to the transfer of my father’s 
remains to India would try to interfere and oppose such an undertaking. 


I have informed the Prime Minister of India of my intention to take my father’s remains to India 
after having a DNA test performed. I have also asked the Prime Minister to let me know, how the 
Government of India wishes and intends to be involved in the transfer ceremony. Since I have had 
no adverse reaction from the Prime Minister or other members of the Government of India for 
over a month after the receipt of my letter, I can safely assume that my intentions regarding the 
DNA-test and the transfer meet with the approval of the Indian Government. 

Provided the German institute is able to extract DNA from my father’s bones, which is not 
absolutely certain after a cremation, the result of the tests should be available within about two to 
four weeks. In this case the transfer of my father’s remains to India could be possible maybe in 
autumn or winter of this year. Since this is also the Japanese-Indian friendship year and India’s 
60 lh anniversary of independence as well as the year of my father’s 1 1 0 th birthday, this would be a 
most auspicious time. However, on account of the time needed for preparation the schedule is 
tight. 


My immediate family (husband and children) and I intend to travel to Japan to accompany the 
remains of my father to India. Should you consider it necessary I could also come along for the 
selection of the bones for testing. Prof. Sugata Bose, my nephew, has also offered to go on my 
behalf, if needed. Since my health has not been very good during the last year, J would prefer to 
make just one trip to Japan on the occasion of accompanying my father’s remains from Japan to 
India.

The Chief Priest of Renkoji Temple was conveyed COI’s willingness to 
look into the security of the ashes. The priest contacted Nihon Keibi Hosho 
and SECOM, the four leading security companies in Japan. The bids as 
well as the terms are enclosed. 

2. Nihon Keibi Hosho proposed to provide electronic warning system 
without video cover with follow-up by its security officers within 10-15 
minutes. As it does not deal with structural security, it cannot prevent 
theft if it is carried out within that time. As it does not have video cover, 
the thieves cannot be identified and even its office will not be able to 
know the number of intruders for effective intervention. 

3. SECOM suggested putting the ashes in a fire-proof safe which can 
withstand at least 30 minutes of attempted burglary. It also suggested the 
said safe to be secured to the floor through a metal plate. It provides 
video coverage, which will be activated only when the safe is violated. 
Intrusion in the chamber till any such violation will not be noticed. As such, 
the system cannot stop a blow-up. The other point is that the safe itself 
may not aesthetically match with the ambience of the temple.

The Chief Priest of the Renkoji Temple was concerned about the 
security of the ashes in case of burglary or theft. He suggested taking help 
of professionals to set up a secured system and sought our support. After 
our support was indicated to the Chief Priest, he contacted two security 
companies - Nihon Keibi Hosho and SECOM. 

Nihon Keibi Hosho proposed only a monitoring system. On enquiry 
it conveyed its inability to provide structural security to prevent 
theft/burglary. 

SECOM indicated its capability to provide a fire-proof safe which 
can be secured to the floor through a metal plate to prevent attempted 
burglary. Given the architectural constraints of having a structure 
exceeding BOO kgs., SECOM suggested an iron safe which can sustain a 
blow torch attack for 15 minutes. The monitoring devices to be put in 
place with alarm would be placed both in his office and residence. 

SECOM has suggested installation of 10 fire sensors and 9 video 
monitors clustered into three parts with separate switches. Anybody 
entering the monitoring space will get the voice warning. At the same 
time, SECOM would send the security personnel who could arrive within 10 
minutes and inform the police about the intrusion. In addition, an alarm 
will ring both at the office and residence of the priest when anybody 
attempts to violate the safe containing the ashes. 

The size of the safe suggested is 70cmx56cmx59cm. Wall of the safe 
has a thickness of about 20cms. It will only hold the casket containing the 
ash. As the safe will not match with the ambience of the temple, it has 
been suggested to put an appropriate wooden structure covering the safe. 
As designing of that structure will take some time, the cost of erecting the 
structure over the safe may be put on actuals’. The priest has suggested to 
cover it up with appropriate doth for the interim period. 

The cost of the safe and its installation is Ven 239,000 (equivalent to 
US$ 2000 approx.). Installation of the security system will cost Ven 
350,000 (US$ 3000 approx.) which indudes the returnable security

deposit of Ven 70,000 (US$ 600 approx.). The recurring annual fee for 
maintenance of the system comes out to US$ 6000 approximately. 

The total expenditure for installing the security system which can be 
done in 6 days and the maintenance cost for one year comes out to US$ 
11,000 with annual expenditure of US$ 6,000. 

In addition, we may need to incur additional expenditure to build a 
suitable structure to cover the same the sanction for which may be 
granted on actual basis.

A) A waning system is installed near the steps leading to the second floor. 
A verbal message saying, “Entering here will alert emergency service” is 
delivered at this point, when a person stands below the system, no waning 
signals are sent to the Central Communication Control Room from this point. 
Message only.

B) Three ultraviolet sensors are installed in three points. 

C) Magnet sensor 

In addition to the ultraviolet sensors, a magnet sensor is installed at an 
acrylic glass container of the casket. Upon detecting someone opening the 
container, a bell rings. 

The ultraviolet sensors and the magnet sensor on the second floor are 
designed to warn of someone moving around. .When such moves are detected, 
warning signals are sent to the Central Communication Control Room, in 
which security personnel of the company monitors the communication 
screens around the clock, Upon receiving warning signals, they will inform 
the police and dispatch an emergency team to the temple from the nearest 
sub station. It will take about five to ten minute to the temple from the 
nearest station, depending on the traffic condition.

Back up system 

Upon detecting failure of power supply to the sensors, a back-up system set 
up at the office of the temple starts working as electric power source. An 
emergency cell installed in the back-up system lasts about 20 to 30 minutes. 
Upon receiving a sign indicating failure of electricity supply to the sensors, 
the screens at the Control Room starts flashing. While informing the Renkoji 
temple about the trouble, the security company sends its personnel to the 
temple to put a new battery in the system. The battery lasts about two hours

People ai*e expected to visit the temple and the temple sometimes has to 
switch off the sensors. Under system A, when the rest of the sensors are 
switched off., only the magnet sensor is still working.

There is not much difference in security system between Nihon 
Keibi Hosho and Secom, which are designed to monitor but not 
enhance security. The only difference is that SECOM offers two 
different types of services. 

1. Sensors with cameras 

Only when sensors equipped with cameras detect someone, signs 
are sent to a central control room of SECOM and screens pick up 
figures. Then the SECOM dispatches its security personnel to 
the temple and informs the police. 

2. Safes 

SECOM developed safes with iron plates attached at the bottom. 
Iron plates are fixed firmly with bolts both underneath of the 
safes and on the floors as well to prevent the safes from being 
carried away and broken easily. 

When the sensors detect vibration, signs are sent to the control 
room.

Netaji s Ashes at Renkoji Temple 


Dear Shankar, 

This is with reference to letter No.25/105/NGO dated 10 May, 2007 
addressed to me by JS(EA) on the Renkoji Temple issue. JS(EA)’s 
subsequent message No. 25/4/NGOXV dated 15 June also refers. 

2. The possibility of relocating the ashes of Netaji to the Chancery 
was informally discussed with EAM during his visit to Tokyo on 24 
March, 2007. The then and current JS(EA)s were present. I had pointed 
out that the longstanding aspiration of the Chief Priest of Renkoji, as 
well as the broader public sentiment, was that the Government of India 

v should accept the remains and repatriate these to India for resting 
finally at an appropriate place of honour. Any action on our part short of 
that will come as a disappointment. 

3. Furthermore, I had indicated that there was no pressure 
whatsoever from the Chief Priest of Renkoji to divest the Temple of the 
ashes. In fact, the Chief Priest was proud to continue the legacy of his 
father in holding the ashes in trust till such time as GOI finds it 
appropriate to accept and repatriate them. 

4. EAM had responded that he would consider ways in which the 
ashes could be taken to an appropriate location in India, perhaps in 
Delhi. In the meanwhile, we should increase our annual contribution to 
Renkoji. 

5. 1 met Rev. Nichiko Mochizuki, Chief Priest of Renkoji, on 22 June, 
2007. The quasi* verbatim record of his remarks to me is attached. 
Essentially, Rev. Mochizuki conveyed the following : 


i) 


Like his father before him, he strongly believes that 


l 



the ashes must be taken back to India by the hand 
of the Government of India and an Envoy must be 
sent to Japan for the purpose. 

ii) He is well aware of the circumstances surrounding 
the issue in India. He is not setting any timeframe 
for GOI to take the ashes back and is happy to keep 
them indefinitely. If the return of the ashes is not 
materialized in his lifetime, the task would be 
handed over to his son (who will take over from him 
as Chief Priest of Renkoji). 

iii) Like his father, he remains resolute that the ashes 
will not be handed over to any private party in 
India or Japan and he will deal only with GOI. 

iv) He strongly resented the moves of some private 
parties in Japan to intervene in this matter, 
ignoring his family’s views and long-term dedication. 
(Comment: He was clearly referring to efforts made by Prof. 
Kazito Azuma since last year to push for the return of the ashes. 
Azuma had suggested to us in October, 2006 that "we should no 
longer take it for granted that Renkoji is prepared to maintain 
their generosity indefinitely'’ and "undoubtedly the patience on 
the part of the temple is fast thinning out". This was clearly a 
misrepresentation of the Chief Priest 's views). 

v) His only concern is the security of the ashes, 
because of which he has now limited access to 
visitors. He has considered making security 
arrangements, but has not so far made any. 

6. In view of the above background, we do need to consider whether it 
would be appropriate to move the ashes to the Chancery. This may be 
misunderstood by the Chief Priest, who is likely to take this personally 
and react very emotionally, and be misinterpreted by others. There is 
also some possibility that the Chief Priest may even object to the idea of 
moving the ashes from a place of worship where they are revered and 
daily prayers are offered to Netaji’s soul, to the Chancery. Till GOI is in 
a position to take the ashes to India, Renkoji Temple, where they have 
lain for 62 years, can remain their resting place. 
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7. However, in case it is still felt that we should take custody of the 
ashes and move them to the new Chancery, I will immediately proceed to 
develop appropriate plans with the consulting architect of the Tokyo 
construction project. As you are aware, the Chancery plot is narrow and 
the already finalized construction plans do not provide adequate space 
for a proper memorial to be built inside the complex. The best option 
would perhaps be to create a roof-top Japanese garden, in which the 
ashes can be kept in a typical pagoda' style covered structure. 

8. In the meanwhile, we should also consider the following • 


* 


a) Installing electronic security devices / entering into a 
security contract to prevent theft of the ashes. If approved, 
we will contact local security agencies to obtain estimates. 

b) Increasing our annual contribution to Renkoji, in 
recognition of the Chief Priest’s continued dedication to the 
memory of Netaji. (Proposal already pending with the 
Ministry).

Quasi-verbatim record of remarks made by Rev. Nichiko Mochizuki, 
Chief Priest of the Renkoji Temple, 
in his meeting with the Ambassador on 22 June, 2007 


Chandra Bose passed away on August 18, 1945. According 
to literature compiled by the Chandra Bose Academy in Japan, 
his body was cremated in Taiwan and brought to Japan by his 
Secretary Mr. Rahman. 

A funeral service was held on September 18, 1945 at the 
Renkoji Temple. 10 to 20 Indians and some 100 Japanese 
participated in the ceremony. 

An Indian gentleman who fought for India’s freedom 
movement lived in Asagaya near the Renkoji temple. He was 
acquainted with Mr. Rahman. There were many Buddhist 
temples besides the Renkoji Temple. Each of them declined a 
request to keep the ashes. 

When no one was willing to accept such a difficult task in 
the midst of social upheaval and confusion in the post-war days, 
my father, the then Chef Priest of the Renkoji Temple, accepted 
the request to keep the ashes for a short period of time. He 
believed that the soul of the dead did not belong to any country, 
saying “there is no national boundary for souls.” My father had 
kept the ashes with great care and careful attention. Sometimes, 
he brought the box containing the ashes to bed and held it with 
his hands while he was sleeping, to ensure its safety. He kept 
holding memorial services for the repose of the soul of Chandra 
Bose by reciting sutras. 
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After the passage of one year since the ashes were kept at 
the temple, my father heard nothing from anyone about the ashes. 
He contacted either the Indian Representatives’ Office or the Staff 
Headquarters in Yokohama to know what to do about the ashes. 
It is not certain which office he actually contacted. Then, an 
official of the Indian Representatives’ Office told my father that 
they were the ashes of a very important Indian national, urging 
him not to disclose the fact that they were kept at the Renkoji 
temple to anybody. 

In 1946 or 1947, the British Representative Office in 
Yokohama told my father to appear. My father was asked to 
explain why he was keeping the ashes. 

After the passage of five or six years since the ashes were 
placed at the temple, my father wrote a letter to Mr. Nehru, then 
the Prime Minister of India, about the ashes. In his reply, PM 
Nehru expressed his gratitude to my father for his dedication. 
During a visit to Japan, PM Nehru visited the Renkoji Temple to 
pay respect to the ashes of Chandra Bose. Other Indian PMs 
also visited the temple. Mr. Shigemitsu, then Foreign Minister 
of Japan, attended a memorial service for Chandra Bose. 

In the meanwhile, private parties approached my father in 
an attempt to return the ashes to India. Being strongly 
convinced that only the Indian Government would make a 
decision on this issue and any private party regardless of whether 
it is Japanese or Indian must not be involved in it, he turned 
down such offers. My father strongly believed that the ashes 
must be taken back to India by the hand of the Government of 
India and an envoy must be sent to Japan for that purpose. 

I am not in a position to say that the Government of India 
should take the ashes back to India within a definite timeframe. 

I am aware of the circumstances surrounding the issue in India. 

I will keep the ashes until the time comes for the return of the 
ashes to India by the hand of the Government of India. I 
strongly believe that the Government of India must send an 
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envoy to receive the ashes. If this is not materialized during my 
lifetime, the task will be handed over to my son, just like I have 
assumed it from my father. [ Remarks' The Chief Priest’s son will 
take over from him when he is no more J 

I am angered by moves of some private parties to intervene 
in this matter because they totally ignore my family’s views and 
long term dedication. In February this year, a Japanese man 
approached us in an attempt to return the ashes to India. He 
said that he was in contact with an Indian organization 
associated with Chandra Bose. (The Chief Priest did not reveal 
the name, but Mrs. Mochizuki mentioned “Azuma”.) [Remarks: Prof. 
Kazuo Azuma is a Tagore scholar who has played an activist role on the 
return of the ashes since last year, along with some others in Japan.] 

There is no particular difficulty in carrying out my task of 
keeping the ashes. All visitors to the temple had been allowed to 
pay respects to the ashes of Chandra Bose before, but I decided to 
discontinue this for security reasons. My major concern is a 
possibility that the ashes could be stolen. To contract a security 
company like Secom could be among safeguard measures against 
theft. Such options sometimes come to my mind but I have not 
so far taken any specific measures to enhance security. 

As for the words “Subhas Chandra Bose” written on the box 
(20cm xl5cm x 25cm) containing the ashes, these were written by 
Mr. Rahman. 


Mrs. Mochizuki conveyed that a pagoda-shaped replica of a 
Buddhist temple and a pair of candle holders in the Netaji section 
of Renkoji were gifts from PM Nehru. The box containing the 
ashes is kept inside this small shrine.

We should no longer take it for granted that the Renkoji is prepared to 
maintain their generosity indefinitely. 

At the temple, the Chief Priest Nichiko Mochizuki, the sosn of the 
then Chief Priest Kyoei Mochizuki who in 1945 agreed to take care of the 
Netaji’s remains is already in his mid-sixties and is not enjoying good 
health. Now the day-to-day management of the temple is in charge of his 
adopted son, the third generation. Undoubtedly the patience on the part of 
the temple is fast thinning out. It is simply unfair and unwise to defer the 
repatriation year after year, 

c In this context, it is worth mentioning that the priest of the Renkoji 
temple has agreed to cooperate on DNA testing of Netaji’s remains. 

Thus we have to think very seriously on the issue of Renkoji temple. 
You may please be informed about the situation at Renkoji and a serious 
feeling of the Japanese on the issue. 

We will be much obliged in that case.

Proipedi and Implications of Mowing Netajl’s Ashes to Chancery 

Renboji Priest and Japanese side, including individuals associated 
with Netaji, would libe us to accept the remains and repatriate the same 
to India for resting finally at an appropriate place of honour. Any action 
on our part short of that will come as a huge disappointment to the 
Japanese and become the subject of major controversy here. They have 
waited for COI's decision for more than six decades and would prefer to 
wait a little more, so long as their desired outcome is ensured. 

2. Once we have accepted the remains, this will be deemed as COI 
acbnowledging their authenticity. The Japanese side will be unhappy with 
this half measure and may not even agree to it, causing us further 
embarrassment. 

3. The Chancery plot is narrow and already finalised construction 
plans do not provide adequate space for a proper Memorial to be built in 
the complex. Moreover, placing such a Memorial of national importance 
inside our diplomatic premises, even if feasible, will be quite unusual and 
open to misinterpretations.

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4. Controversies may also flare up in India as to why GOI, after 
accepting the remains, has chosen to leave them abroad rather than 
honour them appropriately in India itself.

The remains of Chandra Bose were sent 
from the Japanese military headquarters in 
Taiwan to the General Staff Headquarters 
in Tokyo, and finally to the Indian Inde- 
pendence League. Reverend Nichiki, Ren- 
koji's 29th head priest, agreed to hold the 
funeral on September IB, 1945, 

Bose's remains were enshrined at Ren- 
kojL Despite attempts by others to make use 
of the remains for improper purposes, Rev- 
erend Nichiki protected them and contin- 
ued to perform memorial services. 

In 1957 Prime Minister Jawaharlal Nehru, 
in 1958 Indian President Prasad, and in 
1969 Prime Minister Indira Gandhi also 
came to pay their respects. In 1990 a monu- 
ment was set up within the precincts by the 
Subhas Chandra Bose Academy, and on Au- 
gust 18, 1994, close to one hundred people 
gathered for the 50th anniversary memorial 
service.

Subhas Chandra Bose 

Subhas Chandra Bose (1897-1945) was a 
hero of the Indian independence move- 
ment. From the time India was colonized 
by Great Britain in 1757, its riches were 
constantly exploited. The Indian people 
rose repeatedly against British rule, but the 
popular independence movement, which 
had no arms, was vigorously suppressed. 

Realizing that India had not been liber- 
ated by the moderate resistance move- 
ment, Chandra Bose advocated a more 
radical anti-British independence move- 
ment. 

In July 1943, in Japanese-occupied Singa- 
pore, Bose was made president of the 
Indian Independence League and com- 
mander of the Indian National Army 
(INA). His leadership imbued Indian sol- 
diers with an intense patriotism and fight- 
ing spirit. 

In January 1944, to detenu Burma, Japan 
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The bust of Subhas Chandra Bose 

commenced the so-called Imphal Cam- 
paign against the front-line British base in 
the Indian-controlled Imphal Basin. The 
INA, led by Chandra Bose, joined in this 
campaign, and 20,000 officers and men 
moved into Burma. However, because of 
the counteroffensive by the British, which 
had vastly superior supply lines, and the 
onset of the monsoon season, the cam- 
paign ended in failure. 

Following the defeat of Japan in 1945, 
Bose's combative spirit remained undimin- 
ished. He embraced a plan to invade India 
from the north with the cooperation of the 
Soviet Union. But on August 18, on his 
way to U.S.S.R., he died when his plane 
crashed in Taipei, Taiwan. 

Bose's lifelong battle to establish an in- 
dependent homeland encouraged India's 
desire for freedom and independence. This 
is turn led to the establishment of Indian 
independence on August 14, 1947,

To the right of the Main Hall of Renkoji is 
the Daikoku Hall, where a statue of Dai- 
kokuten is enshrined. It is said that Nichi- 
ren carved it in 1264 from a pine tree near 
the house where he was born, as an act of 
devotion to bring about his mother's recov- 
ery from an illness. 

Between 1573 and 1592 Nippo Shonin 
traveled throughout the country spreading 
the teachings. In Kominato, he assisted 
with the difficult birth of the daughter of a 
village headman. In gratitude the headman 
gave him the statue of Daikokuten, The 
headman's ancestors had received it from 
Michiren's mother for services rendered. 

When the great hall was completed, a 
large lotus flower bloomed in the pond and 
on it appeared a radiant Daikokuten. 

After that, this Daikokuten was cease- 
lessly worshipped by the people of Edo in 
the belief that it possessed miraculous pow-

The Nichiren Sect 

Renkoji is a Nichiren sect temple which 
transmits the teachings of Nichiren (1222— 
82), who was born in the fishing village of 
Kominato (in the present Chiba Prefecture), 
At the age of twelve he entered the temple 
Seichoji near his home. 

Later, he undertook a study tour lasting 
over ten years, visiting such places as 
Mount Hiei and Mount Koya. Coming ulti- 
mately to the conclusion that human salva- 
tion lay only in the Lotus Sutra, on April 28, 
1253, he set forth his beliefs, declaring the 
founding of his sect. 

Later, because he spread the teachings of 
the Lotus Sutra, he was subject to relentless 
religious persecution. However, he over- 
came this without compromising, and de- 
voted the remainder to the propagation of 
the Lotus Sutra, which is the greatest teach- 
ing of Shaky amuni Buddha. Shaky amuni is 
revered as the central object of worship.

Modern Period to the Present 

Following the Meiji Restoration of 1868, temples were 
threatened by a decree separating Buddhism from 
Shinto, and the ordeal of the nationwide anti-Bud* 
dhist movement to destroy Buddhist temples. How- 
ever, Renkoji was sustained by the pure faith of its 
followers and did not suffer direct damage. 

In 1915 during the term of the 28th head priest, 
Nichiryo Shonin, when Taito Ward was reorganized, 
Renkoji moved to its current site. 

In 1983 the Main Hall, the residence of the head 
priest and his family, and the Daikoku Hall were re- 
stored thanks to the tremendous efforts of the sup- 
porters and believers. 

The Statue of the God Kishimo 

The statue of the god Kishimo is a work by Saicho 
(767-822), the priest and founder of the Tendai sect. 
Kishimo (Hariti in Sanskrit) was formerly a demon 
who ate human beings, but hearing the teaching of 
Shaky a muni, she repented her sins and became a god 
of easy delivery and child rearing.

The Temple Town and Dobudana Daikokuten 

In the late seventeenth century, each of the tem- 
ples in the Asakusa area leased areas of its 
precincts for the building of shops, with the ap- 
proval of the shogunate, and that contributed to 
urban development. Renkoji also submitted a 
petition to the shogunate for permission to build 
three adjoining shops and opened a business 
district within the temple in 1738. 

As the area developed, a variety of folk beliefs 
prospered. The statue of Daikokuten was known 
as Dobudana no Daikokuten and was the object 
of many peoples' devotion. Dobudana was the 
popular name for Shinto ram a chi. 

The Great Fire 

Renkoji did not escape from the dangerous fires 
for which Edo was well known. On March 4, 
1806, a great fire broke out, and with the pre- 
vailing southerly winds, it spread to Kyobashi, 
Nihonbashi, Kanda, and Asakusa, and Renkoji 
was destroyed.

Founding and Transfer to Asakusa 

Renkoji Temple was founded by Nippo 
Shonin (d. 1616) in 1594 in the Ryogoku 
district of Edo (now the Chuo Ward of 
Tokyo) as a temple of the Nichiren sect. 
He founded it because he was deeply in- 
spired by the statue of Daikokuten (the 
god Daikoku), a god of wealth and happi- 
ness and protector of Buddhism, held to 
be a work by Nichiren. 

Subsequently the Ryogoku site was 
taken over by the government and in ex- 
change in 1644 the temple was given a 
new site in the area of Asakusa (now in 
Tokyo's Taito Ward). Because so many 


temples moved there, it became known as 
Shinteramachi (New Temple Town), 

Renkoji's head temple is Kuonji in Mi- 
nobu, Yamanashi Prefecture, but until early 
in the eighteenth century its head temple 
was Hokkeji in Himon'ya, Edo. 

According to official documents, the great 
statue at the temple of the founder of the 
sect, Nichiren, was a work by the priest 
Nippo Shonin (1258-1341), a senior disciple 
of Nichiren. It was for years the treasure of 
Hokkeji It is also recorded that when the 
later Nippo Shonin established Renkoji, 
this statue was presented to the temple 
and he was appointed its head priest 
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
